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The Two Cents Army and Navy Stamp Designs 


a Se sais are reproductions from photographs, showing the pictures that 
go to make up the two cent stamps for the Army and Navy issue of Janu- 
ary 15th. 

In sending out prints of the 1c stamps in December, the Department sent pic- 
tures which had the frame and other details sketched in, showing the stamp in full 
likeness with omission of wording and figures. These prints show only the heads 
and center pictures. 
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The two cent Army design shows Andrew Jackson at the left and Winfield 
Scott at the right, between which is the Hermitage, historic home of Jackson at 
Nashville. 





The two cent Navy design depicts Stephan Decatur at the left and Thomas 
MacDonough at the right, between which is a reproduction of a warship of that 
period under full sail. 

These stamps will be issued at Washington, D. C., on Friday, January 15th. 
The 3c stamps of this series are to be issued in February, so previous announce- 
ment tells us. 

It is to be noted by collectors who obtain first day covers that the design of the 
3c Army stamp has been altered from showing pictures of Grant and Sherman 
only, to include also a picture of Sheridan. 

Historically correct envelopes should include all three pictures.

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Death of J. Delano Bartlett 


Another one of the picturesque and 
old time stamp collectors has passed to 
the great beyond. J. Delano Bartlett 
died of heart failure while leaving his 
auto at his home. Mr. Bartlett was 67 
years old, one of the early members of 
the A. P. S., his number being 341. He 
formerly resided at Springfield, Mass., 
but has for many years past been a res- 
ident of El Paso, Texas, where he was 
Honorary Member Number 1 of the 
El Paso Stamp Club. 

He also holds the distinction of hav- 
ing been the first president of this club 
in 1915. 

News of his death came as a shock for 
at almost the same time a letter came 
from Mr. Bartlett, mailed on December 
24th and telling of the activities of the 
El Paso Stamp Club and enclosing the 
club program for the coming year. 

It is interesting to note that Mr. Bart- 
lett attributes much of the success of 
the local club to the fact that it is a rule 
of the club that new officers must be 
elected each year, that is, the offices 
must be filled by different members. To 
this fact he attributes the success of the 
club and states that attendance is usual- 
ly over 80%. 

Mr. Bartlett is of the old time school 
of collectors and collected “everything,” 
so he stated. He was especially inter- 
ested in tax paids and state revenues and 
was an authority on these issues. 

He leaves a widow, a son and a grand- 
son.

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Ye Gods and Little Fishes!

HE Washington Star recently had 

an interview with the President’s 

(~ wife, in which she said he often 

took his stamps to bed with him 

and got rested for sleep by working over 

them and “cutting the stamps off covers 
from the State Department.” 

That article met the writer’s eye, and 
what a jolt it gave him and his memory. 
Many years ago HE was getting those 
State Dept. covers, or the stamps from 
them, rather, as no one saved foreign 
covers in those days. And he has often 
moaned and told the story of his lack of 
foresight at that time. Here it is: 

He was a kid in high school. His 
father was a War Dept. official. The kid 
collected stamps enthusiastically, and 
used to prowl around the different De- 
partments on Saturdays and hunt for 
stamps. Over in the Treasury Dept. he 
got a friendly clerk who would give him 
actual bunches and blocks of the 1 Peso 
Uruguay No. 43a, now listed at $5 a 
copy. From a colored messenger in an- 
other Department he used to buy a 
paper sack of stamps week after week, 
haggling manfully over the price, and 
then swapping the lot to a dealer for U. 
S. needed for his collection. 

Finally one day he hunted up the gen- 
tleman who opened up the State Dept. 
mail. The picture is still vivid. That 
angel stood at a high sloping desk cov- 
ered with letters, big bulky ones, many 
of them, and slitted the envelopes and 
put the contents in various baskets to go 
their respective ways. The desk had a

drawer running clear across it. The 
drawer was open a crack and into it he 
was pushing the envelopes. 

Being asked in the writer’s most win- 
ning way for some “foreign stamps,” he 
pulled the drawer wider open, showed a 
lot of loose stamps at the other end that 
had been cut from the envelopes in 
spare time, and said, “See if there are 
any there that you want.” 

Suffering cats! That drawer was a 
gold mine!! With a heart beating almost 
to suffocation I waded in and hastily 
picked out as many stamps as it seemed 
possible to get away with without being 
called down. The gentleman was warm- 
ly thanked and I beat it down stairs and 
to the corridor outside father’s office to 
look the loot over carefully. 


There were stamps from many coun- 
tries, and many high values at that, but 
what stands out most clearly in mem- 
ory is the number of copies of the first 
6d. and 1s. Gibraltar surcharged on the 
English stamps. Instinct had made me 
gobble several of each, though I had 
never seen them before. I can’t remem- 
ber the catalog value then, but it was 
high enough so that when I took one of 
each down to a dealer he agreed to give 
me 75c in U. S. stamps for the pair, and 
would take as many as I could bring 
him. Zowie! 

For the next three or four weeks I 
visited the kind gentleman regularly, 
lugging off more Gibraltars and other 
good stamps, and my collection was 
building up beautifully. Then, getting 
afraid of riding a willing horse to death 
and being turned down as a nuisance, I 
asked the bonanza king if I couldn’t do 
him any return favor. He then said that 
he was just a little interested in U. S. 
stamps and would be glad to take any 
duplicates I might have. Crafty ques- 
tioning brought out the fact that he was 
just a beginner and knew practically 
nothing about stamps. Duck soup! 

Week after week, I would go back with 
an angelic smile, hand him a dollar’s 
worth of U. S. that I had swapped some 
of his own stamps for, and then wade 
into that desk drawer and go off with 
ten dollars worth of good stuff. I am 
telling the absolute truth when I say 
that I would get those two Gibs. by the 
dozen, often in pairs and blocks, and 
that before the summer was over I had 
gotten at least 150 copies of each of 
them. 

In telling the story to stamp clubs I 
have often spoken of the value of fore- 
sight, and tried to picture my having 
had sense enough to put away 100 copies 
of each of those stamps, mounting them 
carefully in a little book, sealing it and 
laying it away, not to be opened until I 
reached the retirement age, say sixty- 
five. Those two stamps now list at $12 
and $30, a total of $4,200. They would 
not fetch full catalog, but I was careful 
about fine copies even in those days, and 
with the pairs and blocks they would

thorized to interpret the law, if not sat- 
isfied call on the U. S. Attorney at Port- 
land.” 

This Mr. Campbell did and one of the 
deputies, after looking over the corre- 
spondence, finally said, “If we would cut 
out the words United States Postage at 
the bottom it would be within the law.” 

Thus, after much effort, Mr. Camp- 
bell finally finds out that United States 
Attorneys are “authorized to interpret 
the law.” The United States Attorney 
at Portland, Oregon, told Mr. Campbell 
that if he would eliminate the words 
“United States Postage” from the pic- 
ture he wished to make that it would be 
permissible to make pictures of the 
stamps with this elimination. 

Perhaps this, then, will solve our 
troubles, or as is usual when one plays 
“Passing the Buck,” will some U. S. At- 
torney who ranks a step higher than the 
Portland Attorney declare that ruling 
incorrect and will the matter have to be 
gone over again until there can finally 
be a statement from the United States 
Attorney General, which could have been 
made in reply to the first letter Mr. 
Campbell wrote, rather than pass the 
letter down the line and let it finally 
wind up before a United States Attor- 
ney? 

Certainly Attorney General Cummings 
knew, or should have known, that 
“United States Attorneys are author- 
ized to interpret the law.” 


Anyhow, on the authority of the U. 
S. Attorney at Portland, the Vancouver 
Evening Columbian for December 14th, 
prints a two column cut of the Oregon 
stamp with the words “United States 
Postage” deleted.

RECORD TIME FOR AIR SERVICE 


Twelve days was the time that it took 
to send a shipment of Procaine to the 
Pretoria hospital, Pretoria, South Africa, 
from Chicago. So far it is believed to 
be the first aerial shipment from the 
U. S. to South Africa. The shipment 
was placed aboard a mail plane for New 
York, connected with the Hindenburg, 
flown from Germany to London and 
from London to Paris, trained to Brin- 
disi, Italy, and flown to Johannesburg, 
Pretoria being a short distance away.

This is 
not by far the first time this sort of an 
edict has been broadcast to PMs. but 
this is the first time I have ever known 
of the Big Wigs to order in the com- 
mems on hand that have been precan- 
celled. Somehow I feel that they are 
going to try to make this order stick 
this time. You know it was the same 
way with the postage dues. Rumors per- 
sisted over two years about the shutting 
off of overprinting the dues, until they 
finally made it a go. Just what such an 
order will really mean to precancel col- 
lectors and dealers only time will tell.

ETHICS 


I cannot help but smile as I gaze over 
the various ads of the respected and 
honored precancel dealers as they adver- 
tise their wares in the current issues of 
the various stamp publications. A single, 
a pair, gap pair or line pair can be had 
only for the small stipulated fee. Only 
the most fickle would believe that such 
complete stocks could be gathered from 
hither and yon. Those who know, know 
that to get such a stock, complete coils 
or sheets must be obtained in order to 
offer such an array of combinations of 
any one stamp. These of course are full 
gum which must be removed and which 
the boys now slyly wink at and call “bath 
tubbing.” This, my friends, now is 
ETHICAL. Yet not over a dozen years 
ago when the same tactics were prac- 
ticed in the general field it was debase, 
unethical, and nothing short of criminal 
practice to get city type commemorative 
or any other precancels for that matter 
with full gum, in full sheets and coils. A 
well known firm in those days who today 
are still in business, dealt extensively in 
commemorative precancels and obtained 
them in much the same manner as bu- 
reau prints are gotten today. For this 
they were roundly abused, yes even per- 
secuted, yet today they can in the same 
manner, along with all their brother com- 
petitors, get bureau prints and sell them 


out unashamed to an eagerly waiting 
public. How vacillating, how utterly 
unfair can we, the collecting public, 


sometimes be.

Naval Cancels and Cachets

To the two gentlemen who have at- 
tempted to take me to task for saying 
two issues ago that most of the first day 
covers cancelled on war ships were 
fakes, let me say that I did not claim 
all of them were—merely the vast ma- 
jority of them. This is still true. You 
who want to commercialize this type of 
cover and prove to your customers that 
they are genuine may do so by sending 
them to the addressee marked “general 
delivery.” This means the receiving 
postoffice puts a backstamp on them. If 
it is a genuine first day it ought to come 
through in proper time to get an official 
backstamp which will prove its authen- 
ticity. There are counterfeit stamps, 
faked imperforations of stamps, etc., 
and by the same token there are fake 
naval covers. 


Here are some first days that will be 
genuine enough because they are at the 
scene of issue: John C. Gillespie, 512 
Market St., Freeport, Pa., has arranged 
for the new 5 cent navy hero stamp, to 
be issued first day at Annapolis, probably 
about April 15, to be cancelled first day 
at the Naval Academy Branch office. 
Send your covers—limit of 5—to Gilles- 
pie, together with forwarding postage, 
and if you will include extra forwarding, 
he will use it to buy the cooperating 
mail clerks a gift of stamps for their 
collections. And remember you must 


send in the face cost of the stamps for 
this, too. There will be no cachet for 
this, so suggest you buy a set of the 
Linprint envelopes. 


Jan. 25 is the deadline for another 
event by Gillespie, address above. This 
is for a cancel from the U. S. Naval Mis- 
sion in Brazil. Send your covers im- 
mediately. Forwarding on this is 2 
cents as the covers have to go under 
cover to Brazil and likewise come back 
that way. Inclose a large stamped enve- 
lope addressed to yourself so Gillespie 
may return these to you when he re- 
ceives them back. [Illness forced Gilles- 
pie to give up his plans for a Christmas 
cachet and covers he is holding will be 
mailed on other events. 


Cachets for Lincoln’s and Washing- 
ton’s birthdays will be sponsored by A. 
Kaufman, 1604 Eastern Parkway, Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., he advises me by letter. Us- 
ual forwarding is necessary. (M)
